Large Audience Hear District Meeting Discuss Nemltems Gleaned 
Mr. Donald Cameron Wheat Quota System \Around the Town 


Accepting Terms of Seed Grains Act 

for 1934; F. C. Andrews Again 
Reeve 

The new council for the municipal 
district of Royal held their first meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday afternoon last, at the 
municipal office. All councillors were 
present and a busy session was held. 
Chief of the business was the accept¬ 
ing of. the terms of the Seed Grain 
Act for 1934. Mr. Flood, secretary, 
read a circular issued by the depart¬ 
ment of municipal affairs explaining 
the act and a lengthy discussion fol¬ 
lowed. 

The Seed Grain Act provides for an 
issue of seed grain by the municipal 
district, and the municipal district 
will be required to bear 50 per cent 
of any loss which might be sustained 
by failure of collection of any account 
in respect of both principal and ac¬ 
crued interest. The Council’s approval 
of an application will be required to 
be further approved by an official of 
the department of agriculture: 

Purpose of Act 

The purpose of the act is to allow 
of seed grain advances being made to 
individuals who are absolutely unable 
to obtain seed grain through any 
other channel. Its primary object is 
to lessen the liability of an individu¬ 
al becoming a relief charge. Under 
no circumstances may this act be 
construed as being a means of pro¬ 
viding an increase of seed grain to 
farmers in general. 

The M.D. will be required to sus¬ 
tain 50 per cent of any loss which 
may be incurred in respect of any ad¬ 
vance approved. i 

Maximum Limit 

A maximum limit is provided for 
by the 1934 act with respect to the 
value of seed grain advanced. The 
maximum is as follows: one quarter 
section $60.; hajf section $100.; three 
quarters $1.25.; section $150. Seed 
may be advanced fors ummer falow 
only. 

Individual Obligation 

'The individual who obtains seed is 
required to give a lein on all crops 
grown on land, and on all crops id 
which he is interested for the years 
1934 and 1935, the lein having pri¬ 
ority over all other claims. The lein 
shall also - be a charge on the land 
for the seeding of which the grain 
was advanced, or on any land, the 
title to which is ir. the name of the 
borrower. 

Applications for seed by a purchas¬ 
er under agreement of sale, or a ten¬ 
ant of an occupant, must be accom¬ 
panied by written consent from the 
registered owner of the land. 

A motion was passed that the muni 
cipality would accept seed grain un¬ 
der the terms of the act, and applica¬ 
tion was made for approval of the 
department of agriculture. 

Other Business 

Other business of the meetin ' in¬ 
cluded the election of F. C. Andrews 
and W. Snow as Reeve and Deputy 
Reeve, respectively. 

A. J. Flood was re-engaged for 
position of secretary-treasurer for 
the year and McCannel Bros, were 
again appointed auditors. 

Eight applications were received 
for farm settlement. No action*, was 
taken on this matter. 

Regular meeting? were set for the 
second Saturday of every month at 
1 p.m. 

A number of accounts were passed 
for payment. 

Municipal taxation rate was set at 
6 1-2 mills,* a reduction of 2 mills 
from last year. The school rate will 
average round 4 1-4 mills taking the 
entire district, The hospital mill rate 
was set at 1 1-2 mills and the supple¬ 
mentary revenue at 2 mills. 

The meeting then adjourned for the 
call of a special meeting to take up 
fur'her matters of the Seed Grain 
Act as soon as their* application to 
the de- a’tm n nt has been accepted, j

Since 1919 no land has been sold in 
Denmark. It is held by the farmers 
on a 99 year lease with security of 
tenure as long as it is farmed in a 
husbanlike manner. The lease decends 
from one heir to another. The size of 
the small holdings vary front 10 to 
20 acres while some of the larger 
farms run to 100 acres and more. 

A young farmer desiring to be set 
up in business can borrow 9000 krones 
(about $2,200 ) at 4 1-2 per cent in¬ 
terest for the purchase of land; then 
he can borrow a further sum of 20,- 
000 krone3 for buildings and equip¬ 
ment. The money is repayable over a 
period of 10 to 60 years. On the small 
places machinery is bought and used 
co-operatively. Co-operation is one of 
the main factors of Denmark; there 
being 1800 ^co-operative institutions. 
Co-operative abattoirs and creameries 
abound and a pleasing feature of the 
creameries is growth of flowers and 
green hedges. 

Folk Schools 

The folk schools of Denmark and 
Sweden are something apart frorp the 
ordinary schools the latter being some 
thing like our schools in Canada. The 
folk schoolswill accept only students 
of 18 years ando ver, ranging to 30 
years. One boy out of every three and 
one girl out of every four attend 
these schools, where the main subject 
is the art of living. Below are some 
of the subjects taught at these in¬ 
stitutions: 

1. Relationship of Denmark to 
other countries. 

2. The functions and working of 
the government. 

3. Practical budgeting (in the case 

of girls. , 

4. Practical operation of a farm 
over a specified period and on an al¬ 
lotment amount of money. 

TIE girls are divided into groups 
of six and are given a set sum of 
money with which they must run and 
manage a house for a month. 

The teachers in these folk schools 
are outstanding. They must have the 
ability to inspire the pupils; they 
must be leaders in community life. 
The result obtained from training in 
these schools may be briefly summed 
up as follows: 

1. The co-operative movement. 

2. Improved standard of living. 

3. Formation and training of lea¬ 
ders for rural Denmark. 

An interesting feature in the 
grounds of quite a few of the folk 
schools is the memorial stone, erected 
inmemory of someone who has been 
outstanding in community life. 

Sweden 

Leaving Denmark, the speaker tra¬ 
velled to Sweden. He went on to 
mention the pleasant atmosphere of 
friendliness which was so evident 
among the people. Their artistic 
blending and use of colors in weaving 
was worthy of remark. (The Swedes 
are very adept at this work. A visit 
to a country dance at which the young 
men and ladies are in their national 
costumes is a very pretty sight. 
Sweden also is using the folk school 
methods, having taken the idea from 
Denmark. In Stockhalm alone there 
are over 10,000 young people who 
meet in groups for study and 80 000 
in the whole of Sweden. 

The fact that 40 per cent of the 
forests and 35 per cent of the miner¬ 
al output together with the railways, 
electric power plant**and the liquor 
business is controlled by the govern¬ 
ment will be of interest to Canadians 
Other interesting features are the 
short working hours and the allot¬ 
ment gardens. 

War Area 

In conclusion, Mr. Cameron showed 
a few pictures of the war area, the 
monuments and cemetaries in France. 
In some of the countries over which 
the war swept, there were no signs 
of the great conflict, while in other 
parts destruction and ruin as was pre 
vailent the day the war ended is still 
evident 

Results 

Touching on the practical results 
of the trip Mr. Cameron said that at 
present adult education in Canada 
was not co-ordinated; some of it is 
carried on by the churches, some by 
the Y.M.G.A. some by the farmer or¬ 
ganizations, so the idea formulated by 
the six Canadian students before se¬ 
parating for their different destina- 
tions in Canada, was that they would 
| endeaveor to form a Canadian asso¬ 


J. Strang and J. Dann Address Meet¬ 
ings at Vulcan Red Cross, 
Ensign and Brant 

During the past we'ek Alberta 
Wlheat Fool Meetings have been held 
at Brant, Ensign Red Cross and Vul¬ 
can with James Dann, local delegate, 
in the chair, and J. J. Strang, director 
of Claresholm, as the main speaker. 

Mr Strang in his addresses to all 
thes meetings gave a worded picture 
of conditions leading up to the pre¬ 
sent large wheat surplus, stating 
that while the consumption of wheat 
had increased at the average of 23 
million bushels per year, the last 
three years there is an actual over 
production in the world today. 

Mr. Strang said that'the interna¬ 
tional wheat conference held in Lon¬ 
don last August was one of the great 
est events that has taken place to¬ 
wards promoting peace among the 
nations. There was only a light de¬ 
mand for wheat from exporting coun¬ 
tries, he held, and stated that out of 
238 million bushels of wheat sold on 
the Winnipeg grain exchange this 
season. 200 millions bushels had been 
bought by the Dominion government. 
The Western ‘farmers organizations 
had thus to apply to the Dominion 
government for help under the cir¬ 
cumstances. Premier Bennett told 
them to go back to their provinces 
and formulate a plan, and then he 
would form an organization to oper¬ 
ate it, even if it meant a wheat 
board.. 

Mr. Strang explained the quota sys¬ 
tem as set by the international wheat 
conference. The arrangement made 
amongst the major wheat exporting 
countries, United States, Canada, Ar¬ 
gentine and Australia, at the con¬ 
ference was that the last ten year- 
average yield on the last three year 
average acreage, less 15 per cent, 
.less domestic requirements, should be 
the basis for computing the export 
for the 1934-35 year. Canada’s quota 
for the next cro p was stated at 200 
million bushels. 

Mr. James Dann of Ried Hill, ad¬ 
dressed all the meetings on the Pool 
convention held in Calgary last fall. 

All members passed the following 
resoution: 

“Resolved that in our opinion a 
quota plan which would specify the 
quantity of wheat a farmer could de¬ 
liver for sale during the life of the 
wheat agreement;, could be worjoed 
out on a fair basis to producers by 
municipal and provincial officials and 
that legislation to put the quota plan 
into force would be comparatively 
simple, and theb est method of imple¬ 
menting Canada’s obligations in re¬ 
spect to the International Wheat Ag¬ 
reement. 

“Whereas Canada is pledged to a 
quota system under the International 
Wheat Agreement, and whereas it is 
incubent that Canada should faith- 
discharge the responsibility she has 
assumed thereunder and whereas in 
our opinion the efficient discharge of 
these responsibilities requires that 
the marketing of Canada’s wheat be 
placedu nder-centralized control— 

“Whereas be it resolved that we 
petition the Government of Canada 
to establish national wheat market¬ 
ing agency with powers similar to the 
1919-1920 National Wheat Board 
which will have complete control over 
the movement of the Canadian crop, 
and 

“Be it further resolved that there 
shall be sufficient direct representa¬ 
tion by the producers on such mar¬ 
keting agency as will give effect to 
Ithe views of the producers in the ad¬ 
ministration thereof.” 

Due to the severe weather on the 
day of the meetings at Vulcan and 
Red Cross, they were small in at¬ 
tendance, but the discussion was live¬ 
ly in all cases.

After all, is it very important that the Cabinet Minis¬ 
ters at Edmonton should avow or disavow their faith in 
the C.C.F. A good many nespapera are clamoring for 
a plain statement of their convictions, but-aside from 
satisfying natural curiosity and possibly furbishing a 
little political ammunition for opposing camps) does it 
make much difference in the conduct of provincial busi¬ 
ness? The Canadian Commonwealth Federation, as the 
name implies, is concerned almost solely with Federal 
issues. So far as can be learned, no provincial policy has 
been formulated, or could be implemented without Domin¬ 
ion support. 

It would seem to have been unwise to inject the C.C. 
F.. platform and propaganda into the Provincial conven¬ 
tion as was done. While a commitment on the part of 
the convention was no doubt to the advantage of the

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tiers is solely with Provincial matters, and any convic¬ 
tions which they might entertain regarding the C.C.F.

Seasonal conditions during the past 
year were unfavorable for the produc¬ 
tion of oats of high quality in Al¬ 
berta. Dry weather in southern parts 
of the province, and frosts in the 
central and northern sections had ser¬ 
ious effects on germination and vita¬ 
lity. As a result many of the oats 
harvested are proving to be unsuited 
for seeding purposes. 

It is important, therefore, that all 
lots of oats intended for seed should 
be tested for germination. It is re¬ 
latively easy to make this test on the 
farm. A simple and satisfactory me¬ 
thod of determining how- oats will 
grow is as follows: Plant one hundred 
average kernels in soil in each, of tw(> 
flower pots or similar containers. Th£ 
oats should be buried to a depth of 
from half an inch to an inch in the 
soil. When planted the soil should be 
thoroughly moistened and afterwards 
kept damp but not wet. The pots 
should be kept atoordinary living 
room temperatures; a sunny window 
makes a very satisfactory location. 

The germination should be counted 
at the end of six and twelve days 
The first of these counts is of great¬ 
er importance than the second for 
the oats of stronger vitality will be 
the first to show above the ground- 
Those that are slower in emerging 
have lower vitality and are less like¬ 
ly to produce hdalthy vigorous plants 
under field conditions.

Charlesworth of Kadio Commission 
Claims Our Progress Popular in 
United States 


A plan to amend interest laws and 
broaden the scope of the Farm Loans 
Act is one of the prospects of Otta¬ 
wa legislation. 

.Preparations are under .way by the 
Dominion government to respond in 
a practical manner to the long stand- 
plea of the agricultural community of 
Canada for relief from their heavy 
mortgage and interest obligations. 
Parliament will be asked to pass such 
legislation that will ease their burden 
and extend their credit facilities so 
that farming may be placed in a more 
favorable position with respect to the 
decreased value of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts as compared with the conditions 
at the time the farmers’ obligations 
were incurred. 

The move will require the amend¬ 
ment of certain provincial statutes in 
respect to mortgages and bankruptcy 
Mortgage, trust insurance and other 
loan companies are also involved. 

Estimates had been presented to 
the MacMillian Commission showing 
the great shrinkage in farm resources 
and ability to pay. 

Alberta lias a short-term credit 
scheme and in Ontario the provincial 
agricultural development board was 
organized in 1921 to provide both 
short and long term loan^, but most 
of its money has been lent on long¬ 
term mortgages. 


Good talent is being found in Can¬ 
ada and full opportunity for its de¬ 
velopment is being of forded in the 
work of the Canadian Radio Broad¬ 
casting Commission, Hector Charles- 
worth, radio head, told a committee 
of the house of commons. 

The new radio wave length agree¬ 
ment between Canada and the United 
States was proving beneficial, said 
Col. W. A. Steel, member of the com¬ 
mission. 

News Broadcast 

Turning to news-broadcasts, Mr. 
Charlesworth said when the commis¬ 
sion was formed “we found the whole 
question of news-broastcasts in a very 
chaotic condition. There were whole 
sections of Canada with no news- 
broadcasts at all including Ottawa. 

“We found in cities like Montreal 
and other places, the news of the 
Canadian l*ress (C.P) was being pir¬ 
ated for private broadcasts of adver¬ 
tisers, So in order to settle the whole 
situation and provide news-broadcasts 
for all parts of Canada—and I had 
particularly in mind the millions of 
people who never see a daily paper 
—we offered to pay for a service, 
hut the Canadian Press decided to 
make it voluntary to us, and are 
cheerfully co-operating. _ » 

We pay nothing for our news ser¬ 
vice, which is designed primarily for 
those who do not see the daily papers 
representing quite a large proportion 
of the people of Canada. 

The Canadian Press has a monoply 
on the news in Canada and the bureau 
of the press writes .out the news 
which may be broadcast from the var¬ 
ious points throughout Canada, 

About 800 artists a week are em¬ 
ployed on the Canadian broadcast, 
said Mr. Charlesworth.

D. M. Duggan presented an alarm¬ 
ing situation disclosed in public ac¬ 
counts, both invFeg^rd to capital 
structure and operating account.

livery only. Government commissions 
or boards have to be large enough to 
include representatives of both races. 
When the new parliament buildings 
were erected there had to be two ar¬ 
chitects, on French and one Eng¬ 
lish. It would never do to have so no- 
hle a pile designed and erected by a 
man who could speak only one lan¬ 
guage or both. Each race had to be 
represented. If the dual language 
makes for division in Canada it also 
makes for multiplication.
